Roulette Chips Can't Be Eaten, 
Money-Rich Monaco Discovers

MONTE CARLO, Monaco, Dec, 3.—(Delayed) 
The legendary curse of King Midas and his 
golden touch has descended upon this ree 
country sitting snugly on the seaward slo 
rust-· red mountains as they spill into the 4 
terrahean and bathed in the glitter of the sun 
that seems to descend boldly from faultless

The principality of Monaco looks like a mod- 
ern fairyland. But when you wander its almost 
deserted streets to visit behind its shuttered win- 
dows you find hunger and unhappiness. For 
many generations the people of Monaco have 
neither tilled the soil nor contributed a single 
benefit to mankind—except possibly to prove 
that you can’t break the bank at Monte Carlo. 


World Contributes Wealth 


The 150 hectares which comprise this 
inally independent, state have been devoted 
strictly to the sale of sunshine and the indul- 
gence in pleasure. In the process the whole 
world has dropped something of its wealth on 

the green felt of Monaco’s treasure house. The 
principality grew exceedingly rich; it imposed no 
direct taxes; its subjects and the people who 
flocked here to live found that their mo 
buy any luxury civilization has produc 


The war, however, has changed everything 
except Monaco’s.reserves of money. Although 


the tourist tradé has dwindled to a few bus- 


driven passengers from near-by Neve and 
Cannes, Monaco’s treasury still bulges with its 
pre-war wealth but its people have found that 
they can no more eat roulette chips than they 
can drink sunshine, which are their principal 
stocks in trade. 


Transport, not money, is the prevailing prob- 
lem in Europe’s food crisis and in this respect 
Monaco is hit harder than most places. The 
faded aristocrats and shabby servants of Monte 
Carlo move sadly in their plush surroundings 
and sigh for a good meal. :

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DIETRICH BLEATS AGAIN 


Nazi Claims 


Weakness 


In Reich Eliminated

LONDON, Dec. 12.—(UP)—A 
Chief Otto Dietrich asserted that 


— h in which German Press 
e Nazis had eliminated every- 


thing “weak and cowardiy” in Germany was believed in diplomatic 
quarters tonight to bear out reports that Heinrich Himmler had about 
com one of the greatest blood baths in modern history as the 
result of the July 20 bomb plot against Adolf Hitler. 


Dietrich made his speech to for- 
eign correspondents in Berlin, 
German broadcasts said. 

He asserted that as the result of 
the “elimination” the Nazis knew 
they would win the war. He hint- 
ed at new German courterblows 
and gloated over alleged differ. 
ences among the Allies. 

But at the same time there 
were fresh reports from the conti- 
nent of a rumor-ridden Germany, 
of increasing privation and conse- 
quent complaints and of unrest, 
especially in Austria. 

A United Press Cairo dispatch 
quoted reliable reports from Vi- 
enna that Austrian anti-Nazi ele- 
ments had appealed to the Allies 
for arms and ammunition to aid 
the underground. 

ORDERS UNANSWERED 

A United Press Stockholm dis- 
patch quoted a German official 
gazette for October 10 as ordering 
five Germans abroad to report to 
a Nazi “people’s” court to answer 
charges of “favoring the enemy 
and evading military ‘service.” 
The order said that the men would 
be tried in absence if they remain- 
ed abroad—as they did, for they 
had refused previously to return. 

The men mentioned were Ernest 


Paulus, former Europa press cor- 


respondent, and Wilhelm Rey, for- 
mer Frankfurter Zeitung corre- 
spondent, both at Ankara; Author 
Edward Shaper, former Berlin 
Boersenzeitung correspondent, and 
Count Anthon Zuinhausen und 
Knuephausen, former Hamburg 
Fremdenblatt correspondent, both 
at Helsinki, and Press Stenogra- 
her Werner Cohnitz, stationed at 

adrid. a 

Paulus and Rey were believed 
to be in Syria, Shaper and Zuin- 
hausen in Sweden and Cohnitz in 
Spain. 

NAZISM NECESSARY - 

Press Chief Dietrich in his 
speech said: ' 

“Europe is not possible without 
Nazi Germany. Our enemies are 
deceiving themselves. .We have 
overcome setbacks and have not 
been weakened. We have en- 
deavored to gain new strength 
with which we shall turn the 
tide.” 

Dietrich’s statements might be 
discounted by those who remem- 
ber that in October, 1941, he an- 
nounced excitedly to the foreign 
press in Berlin that he had just 
returned from the Russian front 
and could stake his word and rep- 
utation that the Red Army had 


been destroyed beyond repair.

Relief Kits 
Are Appreciated 


By Russians

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 12.— 
The 175,000 kits sent to Russia 
last summer by Southern Baptists 
are now helping to alleviate the 
suffering of war victims there, ac- 
cording to cablegrams received by 
Dr. Louie D. Newton, of Atlanta, 
chairman of the committee on kits 
for Russia. 


Dr. Newton, pastor of the Druid 
| Hills Baptist church, read cables 
from prominenf Baptist leaders in 
Moscow at a meeting of the execu- 
tive committee of the Southern 
Baptist convention, in session here 
today and tomorrow. 

It was pointed out that the work 
by Dr. Newton in connection with 
the kits was a major factor in his 
receiving an invitation from the 


Russian government to visit the 
Soviet Union. He is due to leave 


for Russia in the near future. 

“This contribution, in 
to the immeasurably greater aid

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Rail Rate Discrimination Must Go 


It is authoritatively learned that the 
decision of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission on interterritorial freight rate 
classification, after months of weary wait- 
ing, has been written and will be released 
before the end of the year, perhaps within 
the next few deys. 


This action, not expected before next 
spring, was doubtless hastened by the suit 
filed before the Supreme Court of the 
United States by Gov. Ellis Arnall and the 
attorney general of the state, Grady Head. 


It further is reported the action will 
remove some of the obstacles retarding ex- 
pansion of industry in the south and west. 
Affecting as it will literally thousands, 
perhaps more than a million, rates, it will 
affect thousands of jobs. 


Class rates, under which manufactured 
articles are shipped, are not nationally but 
regionally made. They have, without ques- 
tion, contributed to the concentration of 


industry in the favored regions. It has 


been figured that, on the average, class 
rates mile for mile are 37 per cent higher 
in the south than in official territory, 46 
per cent higher in western trunk line than 
in official territory, and 71 per cent higher 
in Mountain-Pacific territory. The differ- 
entials ] ave remained despite the fact the 
Interstate Commerce Commission re- 


searchers found no significant’ variation, 
between official territory and the rest of 
the nation, in the costs of providing rail- 
road service. The differentials thus boil 
down to tariff protection for industries in 
official territory. 


The ICC ruling will precede instead of 
follow the arguments before the supreme 


court by Gov. Arnall and Grady Head, a 


fact which will cause amusement to those 
who have been waiting for the ICC de- 
cision and wondering at its delay. 


The decision probably will affect some 
cases before courts, but it will by no 
means solve the complex problem of rates. 
Gov. Arnall and the state of Georgia will 
go ahead with their case. The Governor 
believes he will win it. 


Thurman Arnold, the distinguished at- 
torney and jurist of “trust-busting” fame, 
said in Atlanta this week, in speaking of 
Gov. Arnall’s suit: 


“When the south of 50 years from now 
looks back and measures its progress, I 
would rather be remembered as the author 
of that freight rate suit than any other act 
done in behalf of the south and its future.” 


The south will welcome the decision by 
the ICC. It will support Gov. Arnall in his 
suit, hoping for further victories in behalf 
of justice long delayed. ‘ 


France Regains: World Prestige : 


Gen. Charles De Gaulle, president of 
the provisional government of France, has 
returned from Moscow where, during con- 
ferences lasting 16 days, he negotiated a 
treaty of mutual support and co-operation 
with Russia, through Marshal Stalin. 


Nothing in the history of France’s emer- 
gence from her dark years of German oc- 
cupation constitutes so great a step toward 
resumption of her place as a leading power 
of Europe, than the signing of this new 
treaty with Russia. At one stroke it recog- 
nizes the inevitably important role France 
must play in any postwar international or- 
ganization for the enforcement of world 
peace. A strong France on the west of 
Germany, in fullest collaboration with 
Russia to the east, is absolutely essential 
if the German lust for conquest is to be 
effectively and lastingly subdued. 


There has been, at times, serious doubt 
that Gen. De Gaulle was of large enough 
caliber to be the recognized leader of his 
nation. By this one stroke he has demon- 
strated a capacity for diplomatic leader- 
ship more impressive than anything he 
has done in the past. 


The liberation of France, toward which 
her fighting Maquis and the forces of the 
Fighting French contributed so, much, fol- 
lowed by the magnificent operations of the 
First French Army on the present western 
front, is followed by this treaty with Rus- 
sia which, at a single stroke, makes evident 
that France must -be invited to take her 
place beside the other United Nations 
leaders when the time comes for the 
making of the peace and the organization 
of a postwar world of peace. 


Regional Council Recommendations 


Members from all points of the south 
attended last week in Atlanta a meeting 
of the Southern Regional Council, which 
sponsors better race relations. 


Enemies of better race relations con- 
sistently seek to present such meetings as 
secret, mysterious gatherings in which 
social equality is advocated. Nothing could 
be farther from the truth. The meetings 
are serious ones, always finding an aggres- 
sive, yet common-sense basis for discussio 
and agreement. a 


As illustrating that fact, the meeting 
of last week may be presented. A program 
basis of seven main points was adopted. 
No fair-minded, thoughtful person can 
quarrel with them. Indeed, only one of 
them conceiv?bly would be opposed by a 
person with ultra-conservative views. 
Briefly, the points covered employment on 
the basis of ability, of Negro policemen 
and firemen, a practice already in effect 


in many southern cities where they work 
only in Negro areas and patrol only Negro 
districts; equalization of educational op- 
portunities; increased publicly-financed 
medical and dental care to both races and 
enforcement of the law calling for equal 
accomodations on all public transportation 
facilities. Another called for an abolition 
of the white primary, where it exists. 
Arkansas already has done so, and in 
Texas the supreme court has ruled out 
such a primary. Other states are planning 
abandonment. 


None of these “»oints” calls for, or inti- 
mates, any step toward so-called “social 
equality.” Indeed, the “points” recognize 
legal segregation and ask only for what 
the law requires—equal facilities. 


Positive. aggressive, yet conservative 
and non-radical, the program merits the 
attention of every southerner interested 
in the future of the soutł and its bi-racial 
problem.

Southern Senators 
Uneasy Over Clayton 


Southern senators, who must vote to confirm 

5 rent nominees to the State Department, are 
‘most uneasy about Will L, Clayton, the world’s 
largest ker. 

Conservative, they like him for his Horatio Alger success, from 
stenographer to the most powerful figure in the world in so far as 
cotton is concerned. 

Conservative, they know that the bulwark of their political 
strength and the strength of their southern. region, is the farmer 
and, more specifically, the cotton farmer. 

Because of that they fear Will Clayton, who has been nominated 


‘to be assistant secretary in charge of foreign economic affairs. 


They are afraid of him because they know the cotton farmer doesn’t 
—— him and they are afraid of what he might do to the cotton 
armer. 

Last week, for instance, Lamar Flemming Jr., executive head 
of the Clayton interests, told the house committee looking into the 
cotton problem, that the only solution was “a return to the world 
prices in the domestic cotton market.” 

What does that mean in plainer words? 

It means an abandonment of parity. What is parity, as deter- 
mined by the Agricultural Adjustment Act? It is from five to 
eight cents above the world price of cotton . . that is, the price 
cotton brings when placed on the open market. 

Therefore, we come hard up against the fact that cotton—the 
white stuff one sees in the field each late summer—is not just a 
crop, it is an international problem. , 

Will Clayton’s associates recognize that fact. They therefore 
wish to protect the industry and advise for its protection a heavy 
protective tariff. 

For the farmer—what he can get. For the industry—protection. 

That worries the cotton states farmers. 


; The late “Cotton Ed” Smith didn’t like 
Cotton Ed Smith Will Clayton. It was he and the late George 
Norris, an odd pair to be working together, who conducted a senate 
investigation of Clayton and his interests in 1936. ‘ 

They revealed how Clayton’s firm had built up foreign cotton 
growers so as to get cheap cotton. In 1936 Clayton testified his 
cotton holdings totaled $20,000,000, about $4,000,000 of it in foreign 
countries. 

His companies, he testified, financed the growing of cotton in 


Brazil, Peru and other countries. 


Because of the fact that his company makes money almost 
regardless of cotton prices (he testified that through all the de- 
133 years his company lost money in cotton only in 1936), he 

itterly has opposed every effort to maintain cotton prices in this 
country. 

He fought the Hooyer efforts and he consistently has opposed 
the Agricultural Adjustment Administration. (In 1939 the average 
cotton states farmer’s income was $193 with his parity payments.) 

All this has made his name hated by most cotton growers in 
this country. 

It explains why there is some uneasiness about confirming Will 
Clayton. 


His confirmation, however, is likely, although 
he may resign if there is any substantial fight 
made on him. He has said, in newspaper interviews, that he is not 
in favor of international cartels. 

That. word “cartel” is much in the news of late. It means an 
agreement, or interlocking corporation, between directors of like 
businesses in several countries whereby they control production and 
prices in all countries. 

When the senate committee gets around to investigating the 
nominees, that is one point that will be stressed in the Clayton 
examination. International cartels controlled many articles we used 
before the war. 

Clayton will be revealed as a man of many contradictions. He 
wants a protective tariff for the textile industry, but generally he 


has been a low tariff man. 


He was an ardent Liberty Leaguer and a consistent foe of the 
present administration. Yet his wife has been an equally ardent 
Roosevelt supporter and has, reportedly, matched him in financial 
contributions to political candidates. 

Born in Tupelo, Miss., he was a sharp young man, able to be a 
court stenographer at 15. At 25 he was stenographer in a cotton 
office in St. Louis. 

Today his company handles more cotton throughout the world 
than any other company—none matches it in variety of interests. 
It does the middle-man jobs, buying, ginning, baling, selling. Having 
world outlets, cheap American cotton, up to a point, means more 
business for him as he can sell more abroad at cheap prices. Of 
every bale of cotton sold it is estimated the farmer who grew it 
gets 7% cents, the middle-man 3 cents. 

Our problem is how t@ fit cotton into the future. , 

Too many want to forget that it means fitting people as well.

(In France, with Gen. Hodges’ First U. S. Army, your sons and 
brothers, husbands and sweethearts, are fighting eastward, yard 
by yard, through wet, cold snow that lies, a foot deep or more, on 
the soggy, muddy ground.) 

You hated, as you looked out of the window on Monday morn- 
ing, to leave your warm home and tackle the 30-minute journey to 
office or shop didn’t you? 

(Near Aachen, that ruined German city we have taken, our 
boys rose, stiff and wet, from the mud ‘which had been their bed. 
Some, the fortunate ones, had slept under thé thin canvas of a tent, 
through which the cold had come all night. They were wet and 
cold and thought of a real bed as an institution of Paradise.) 

It wasn’t so good, was it, after you had put on a warm sweater 
under your coat, had wrapped a wool muffler around your throat, 
and had turned up the collar of your heavy overcoat, to dash from 
the door of your home to the garage, all of 20 feet away, and start 
the motor in your cold car? 

(In France, your son, his clothes wet and stiff with the cold, 
stepped out of his little tent and, slogging through the snow, stum- 
bled into a mud hole that mired him to the thighs. When he scram- 
bled and fell and stumbled to his jeep, he wiped the oa off the 

ere are 


no tops for jeeps and tanks and mobile guns.) 


2 You spent your morning in a heated office, 
Time for Lunch? in a comfortable desk chair and, finally, 
realizing it was time for lunch, glanced out of your window and 
hated to go out in the wet and cold. But you again donned that 
overcoat and, screwing up your courage, dashed along the sloppy 
street for a block or so, to your favorite eatery. There was a crowd 
and you had to stand in line for 10 minutes, before you could get 
a vacant seat. And rationing prevented you from getting your 
favorite roast beef, you had to be content with lamb or pork. And 
the waitress was doing her best but, because of the crowd, you had 
to wait a couple of minutes longer than you liked for that second 
cup of coffee. 

(In France, your neighbor’s boy crouched behind a crumbled 
stone wall, while, wet, cold snow fell on him and, while he kept 
constant lookout for Jerry snipers, broke open a little package of 
cold meat out of a K-ration and thought himself lucky to have that. 
And he washed it down with a swallow of rather stale water out 
of his canteen.) 

Monday night you conquered the terrific difficulties of the 
homeward journey, either in your six-year-old car—durn it, when 
can we get some new cars!—or in a heated and crowded bus or 
streetcar. And your wife fussed over you and made you' sit close 
to the fire in your favorite chair, and put on your warmed house 
slippers and drink a hot toddy before you ate your dinner. 

In France, your boy couldn’t even go to his little tent. He 
knelt in a muddy depression he calls a foxhole and he watched, 
through the long night, for the coming of Germans in a counter- 
attack which he and his companions must halt. And his hands 
were stiff with cold against the steel of his gun and his body was 
sore with the aches of days of combat and he was hungry and cold 
and thirsty and numb.) 

After a few hours of reading before your warm fire, Monday 
night, you went to bed, under plenty of blankets and covers, and 
you were warm and comfortable and you went to sleep saying, 
“Gee, but it’s been a tough day. Hope the weather clears and 
warms during the night. Did you set the furnace thermostat at 60?” 

(And, in France, that boy from the home across the street tried 
to silence his groans as the stretcher bearers carried him over the 
rough ground to the ambulance that started him on the long journey 
to the base hospital and to a hospital over here and, eventually, 
to a medical discharge and a lifetime of physical handicap after- 
wards.) 

An so, today, you plun to stop on your way to the office, do 
you, and buy that expensive luxury you you'd like to own, 
and you plan, too, to stop by your ration board and see if you can’t, 
somehow, wangle enough extra gasoline for a quick auto trip to 
Florida and back. And at lunch you'll grumble with your friends 
over the cigaret shortage and thé difficulty of finding a really good 
steak and a few other piddling little inconveniences of your war- 

(In France, they don’t think of inconveniences. They are too 
busy solving the real problems of life and of war.) 

And you haven't yet bought that extra war bond that will bring 
the end of the war earlier and will bring home a lot of those boys,

Stalin 
Inconsistent 


Whether infants born during 
this war shall be slaughtered in 
the next depends in large part on 
the honesty and sincerity of one 
man. 

No league to prevent war can 
succeed without Russia, and it is 
certain to fail, even with Russia's 
pledged co-operation, if Stalin 
does not mean what he says. 

If Stalin is honest, the world 
can be made safe; if his word is 
worthless, another war is certain. 
And nobody yet knows what is 
in his mind, for the thing he does 
one day contradicts what he did 
on another. : 

His attack on Finland, his 
agreement with Hitler, his occupa- 
tion of eastern Poland, his pres- 
ent pact with Japan—al)] of these 
can be plausibly explained. 

He knew the war was coming, 
and Russia wasn’t ready. He need- 
ed Finnish and Baltic territory as 
a shield. He sent troops into Po- 
land to keep Hitler from taking 
all of it. He made the agreement 
with Hitler to gain time. And he 
made the pact with Japan to keep 
the Japs off his back while he 
was fighting the Germans. 


All of that is clear, and most 


people now accept it as true. 4 


Realists also accept the fact that 
Russia must ave friendly 
states on her western border, and 
see no wrong in Stalin’s efforts to 
overthrow Fascist regimes in these 
countries and support new gov- 
ernments that will favor our side. 
His growing power may cause un- 


easiness; but there is no public 


complaint, for it helps to win the 
war. 


But Stalin’s treatment of Iran 
has aroused all the old suspicions. 

Iran is poor and backward, but 
rich in oil. England has long en- 
joyed “economic dominance” in 
the southern part and Russia in 
the northern part. wit 


Iran agreed to let war material 
for Russia cross her pay’ and 
admitted Russian and British 
troops to guard the line and keep 
out the Germans. 

Some week ago the Russians 
asked for concessions to drill for 
oil in northern Iran. Several 
American companies made similar 
requests, but offered fairer terms. 

When all were refused, the 
Americans said nothing. But Sta- 
lin, speaking through his con- 
trolled newspapers, virtually de- 
manded that the Iranian prime 
minister be kicked out—and out 
he went. 

Would any small nation trust us 
if we forced to change govern- 
ments because the old one refused 
to grant us air bases? 

Apparently Stalin believes in 
the right of small states to gov- 
ern themselves only so long as 
they give him what he covets. 

If that is his conception of non- 
aggression, and his way of re- 
specting the sovereign rights of 
others, we have no basis for fu- 
ture peace except wishful think- 
ing.

He has been using Leyte as a bait. His tactics have yielded 
handsome dividends already. Not only are we killing large num- 
bers of Japs, which we wouldl have to kill anyway, but we are 
getting a considerable amount of valuable Japanese ship tonnage 
as well. 

Vessels sent to reinforce Jap forces on Leyte make excellent 
targets for our bombers. By sinking them before they reach shore, 
yo able to kill Japs more easily than if we permitted them 
o land. 

The dumb Japs are of army 2 just now getting wise to the Mac 
Arthur strategy. They have slowed down in their reinforcement 
attempts, which probably means that our Pacific commander will 
yg Be “ry the business at hand by eradicating the remaining Japs 
on * . ° 
Gen. MacArthur has proceeded on the theory that it would be 
necessary for him to kill off a certain number of Japs anyway be- 
fore the Philippines could be retaken. It was just as convenient 
for him to do this on Leyte as some place else. long as the 
Japs were to come at him in his established position it was 
easier to do the job. 

When they — coming he will probably move on to the island 
of Luzon and Manila, which undoubtedly is his next objective. 

To kill off Japs has been his chief aim. It hasn’t mattered to 
him whether he killed them on one island or another. Just as at 
Guadalcanal and at Saipan, he knew they would keep coming as 
long as they were encouraged to. 

so, according to Gen. Romulo, he has encouraged them to 
keep coming by allowing a few to get For every man that 
was sent to Leyte in reinforcements, however, we probably got four 
or five en route—not to mention the ships that were transporting 
them. It seems to have been excellent strategy.

America Must Demand an Open-Door Policy 


Controversies have arisen within 
United Nations ranks, and it is 
difficult to understand such speci- 
fied questions as the future of air 
communications or the distribu- 
tion of news around the globe, 
unless we see them in relation to 
a basic principle. Yet these cases 
illumine a cardinal principle of 
American policy—that of the open 
door, which is opposed to imper- 
ialism and to the monopolization 
of parts of the earth for the in- 
terests of cartels or individual 
powers. 

For us there are only two al- 
ternatives to this policy: Ameri- 
can imperialism—open use of our 
power to enter into this game our- 
selves—or artificial self-restriction 
and isolationism. 

The latter is not in balance with 
our industrial growth, so it boils 
down in reality to: Imperialism, 
or the open door. 

At the end of this war we could 
be dangerous rivals in the im- 
perialistic scramble. But no 
American wishes us to take that 
direction. And no American who 
understands the social forces mov- 
ing within all nations can recom- 
mend such a choice, for it reverses 
the democratic trend. 

The open door policy originated 
in our relations with Asia, and is 
particularly associated 8 = 

e 


way when we entered the arena. 
Politically, the open door policy 
works toward self-government for 
all nations. It westernizes and 
modernizes backward nations, 
without subjugating them. 

But the open door policy is not 
merely a policy for Asia. And our 
interests in the furture, and, I be- 
lieve, the interests of mankind de- 
mand that we maintain and en- 
large it, | ! 

In the air coverence there were 
two organizational ideas. The 
one, supported mainly by Britain, 
was an application of the sphere 
of influence idea. Air communi- 
cations should be organized to give 
special privileges to the lines of 
certain nations in certain areas. 
Nowhere should there be real com- 
petition. The American idea was 
that the air be open to all the Unit- 
ed Nations on equal terms, with 
supervision and traffic control in 
the hands of an international 
board. Criticism might be made 
of the proposed composition of 
such a board, but that does not 
affect the essential issue, which, 
in the last analysis is: Open door 
or monopolies in aviation. 


Subsequently a dispute has 
arisen regarding freedom of press 
communications 
world. Kent Cooper, ent of 
the Associated Press, has claimed 
the right to sell the news collect- 
ed by A. P. correspondents, in 
every country everywhere. This 
has been contested by the London 


Economist, which claims that such 


a privilege would lead, by virtue 
of American financial superiority 
to American domination of worid 
news. But, the only alternative to 
this is that the A. P. and other 
news agencies, While collecting 
news throughout the earth, should 
be able to distribute that news out- 
side the United States, only by 
arrangements made with other 
news agencies such as Reuters. 
This presupposes a cartel world, 


throughout the result 


which is the natural “concomitant 
of a world divided into political 
spheres of influence. 


Indeed, in the sphere of news, 
the matter is of great political con- 
sequence. A. P. and U. P. are 
unique in their complete indepen- 
dence of the United States gov- 
ernment. A news agency, particy- 
larly if it is an instrument of na- 
tional policy, and exercises a mo- 
nopoly of world news in the news- 
papers of any country, is a pow- 
erful force for molding public 
opinion. It is 4 necessary instru- 
ment for creating a sphere of in- 
fluence. 


On the other side, the open 
door idea is an instrument for pre- 
* Boner ope facets of every is- 
sue ere is no valid reason why 
the newspapers of all countries 
should not be able to exercise the 
right of choice between A. P., 
Reuters, and any other news serv- 


ice that wants to enter the field. 
Nor will financial power alone be

WASHINGTON, Dec. 12. -) — The much-advertised fireworks 
failed to go off today as Secretary of State Stettinius led six chosen 
aides before inquiring senators and declared his aim is a “liberal 


foreign policy.” 

Fierce questioning had been 
forecast ever since the senate sent 
the nominations of four of the 
men back to committee for study. 
Senators had complained that 
some of the nominees were too 
close to Wall street” and, con- 
versely, there were murmurs that 
Archibald MacLeish was perhaps 
a bit too leftish and unequipped 
for the job of assistant secretary. 

But today, as the Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee heard statements 
from Stettinius and the nominees, 
questions were few and far be- 
tween. And when questioning led 
into areas that Chairman Connally, 
Democrat, Texas, considered im- 
proper, he flagged the questioners 
down, . 

Connally later predicted prompt 
senate confirmation of the six— 
Joseph C. Grew, named to be un- 
dersecretary, and Will L. Clayton, 
Nelson Rockefeller, James C. 
Dunn, Brig. Julius C. Holmes and 
MacLeish, prospective assistant 
secretaries. 

CHANDLER DISSATISFIED

“5. Encouragement of all those 
conditions of ‘international life 
favorable to the development by 
men and women everywhere of 
the institutions of a free and dem-

Made British E To A JUDGE 


By Greek EAM 


Alexander Demands 
Surrender of Arms, 
Halt in Hostilities 


LONDON, Dec. 12.—(4)—With 
Field Marshal Sir Harold Alexan- 
der and Minister of State Harold 
MacMillan both in Athens, the 
Greek EAM-ELAS fighters threw 
out a peace feeler today but were 
told that surrender of arms and a 
halt in hostilities were prerequl- 
sites to a settlement of the civil 
strife. 

While fighting raged on grimly 
in Athens and Piraeus, and British 
reinforcements arrived, the British 
foreign office announced that the 
British terms had been handed to 
Miltiades -Porphyrogenis, repre 
sentative of the EAM (National 
Liberation party), by Maj. Gen. 
Ronal Scobie, British commander 
in Greece. 

Porphyrogenis, Communist for- 
mer minister of labor in the cabi- 
net of Premier George Papan- 
reou, which the British are sup- 

rting, was told that the ELAS— 

ting arm of the EAM—must 
obey British orders and that the 
forces in Attica province, which in- 
clude Athens, must lay down their 
arms and cease resistance. 

“As soon as these requirements 
have been fulfilled,” said an an- 
nouncement which the foreign of- 
fice made public here, “Gen. Scobie 
will inform Field Marshal Alexan- 
der, supreme Allied commander in 
the Mediterranean, who will initi- 
ate the necessary steps to put an 
end to the present turmoil in 
Greece and restore to all Greeks, 
whatever their opinions, peaceful 
enjoyment of their democratic lib- 
erties,” 

The EAM emissary, apparently 
not authorized to make terms, re- 
turned to his organization’s head- 
quarters to report. 

With the aid of reinforcements 
landed during Monday night, the 
British made some gains in other 
sectors against strong resistance, 
but their progress was impeded by 
mines along all main roads as well 
as by snipers on all highways radi- 
ating from Athens. 

Alexander and MacMillan were 
reported to have gone to Athens 
on personal orders from Prime 
Minister Churchill to seek to settle 
the Greek afffair and alleviate 
concern within Britain over the 
British government policy of armed 
intervention.

DEVELOP SAFETY HABITS 

Every parent knows the neces- 
sity of looking back before he 
slams an automobile door behind 
him, lest a youngster's fingers 
crushed, but many thoughtless per- 
sons will never take this simple 
precaution. 


Children must be taught to stay 
away from gas jets on the kitchen 
stove, even if a little corporal 
punishment must be invoked. 


In fact, this is one of the few 
situatiqns in childhood when cor- 
poral punishment is the most ef- 
ficient procedure to employ to get 
the desired habits established. 

As soon as children are of kin- 
dergarten age, it is well to teach 
them how to swim. Thousands of 
lives are constantly being lost be- 
cause the victims couldn’t swim 
even a few feet to shore or to the 
boat, | 

Finally, teach your child, when 
he falls backward, to curl his head 
forward and thus protect his skull. 
You can let him practice on a 
mattress until he learns this trick.

Civil Service 


For 5 Fulton 
Offices Asked

Five Fulton county departments, 
with approximately 600 employes 
not now under the county civil 
service law, will be classified un- 
der it if the state legislature ac- 
cepts recommendations made by 
the county oners. 

At a al meeting yesterday, 
the board recommended to the Ful- 
ton delegation that the following 
departments be made a part of the 
civil service: the police depart- 
ment, with approximately 100 
members; the fire department, 
with 32 members: the public works 
department, with 348 members;
